For 
ordinary Drink, give Hyfiop Deception, or a Pea drawn fr 
Marfh Mallard Roots, [wceined with Phoney ; but in cafe of 
a Purging attending the Cafe, let the prinkbe fpoeetned with 


double refined Sugar, and the Cinnamon and Harts Horn be- 
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fore prefer ibed are to be given with the pondered Rattlefnqke 
Root in a little of it ; and it is to be obferved, that both the 
Decoction of the Root and Tea are given warm. If the Pa- 

tient be troubled with a Vomiting , or Naufea, give one fpoon - 
ful and half of the Deception Avery thrfe Hours, or if that

T HE DecoPiion of Seneka Rattlefnake Root is made by boil- ■ 
ing three Ounces of it in a Quart of Water over afiow * 
Fire till near half is evaporated ; then ftrain the Liquor thro’ \ 
” 1 T The Root rnuft be reduced to agrofs Powder, that \ 
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the Water tnay fully draw its Efficacy, The Plant groves 
plentifully in Virginia, Maryland and Pennfylvania, hi the 
Frejhes and hilly Grounds , and affePts a light and tolerable 
good Soil, The Root is of alight yellow Colour, refemb ling Ipe- 
cacuana in its Texture and Shape, but is larger, has a firqng 
Pungency without Heat, but does not communicate that Pro- 
perty upon choosing it immediately. The Leaves are fomething 
like green Tea, and the Stalk is commonly from fix to twelve 
Inches high , on the Top of which are white Flowers fomethinv 
[ike the Rattles of a Snake , while in Bud, which appear a- 
moug the firfi Flowers in the Woods ; And there are ?io Bran- 
ches from the Stalks, but feveral Stalks arife from one Root 
ge tier ally, t ho 1 only one Stalk from a Root may be feen fometimes .
